The report of Edward Young, Chief of the 
Treasury Bureau of Statistics, has been pub- 
lished. Young isa Philadelphian, who spent

The orly information in Young's report is 
that referring to navigation. He alleges that 
on tbe 30th cf last Jane our total tonasge 
was 3,946,150 tons, comprised in 23,138 ves- 
selz, ot which a little morethan one-hslf were 
cailicre craft. This is an increase over the 
preceding year of ouly 201,831, or about 4 per 
cent, 

The New York port district contains nearly 
oue-fourth of all our tonnage, or 968,928 tons. 
Philadelphia follows, with 599,000; Boston, 
with 281,000; and then Buffalo, with 140,055. 
The fiftn place (mirabdiie dictu!) is Bath, 
Maine, with 135,408 Here we perceive what 
18 the matter with the Hon. John Lynch. A 
town which nobody ever heard of, except upon 
compulsion, to be the fifth in importance asa 
vessel-owning place, must of course went no 
ships bought abroad. The State of Maine 
owns more veaseis, according to this report, 
than run on all the the Western rivers, and it 
bas five-sixths as many vessels as are owned 
by America on all the Western lakes. Its ton- 
nage is 516,209, second only to New York, and 
46,000 tons more than Boston and al) the ports 
ef Massachusetts, The tonnage on all the 
Western rivers is oniy 326,478, St. Louis lead- 
ing oft with 87,000, Cinemnat: following with 
74,000, Pittsburg with 72,000, and then Gale- 
na, lilinois, with 17,212, or two-thirds more 
than Louisville and Memphis. The lake ton- 
nage, altogetber, is set down et 680,464, Buf- 
falo leading, Oswego coming second, Chicago 
third, with 94.216 tons, and Detroit and Cleve- 
land fourth and fifth. :

As confi- 
dence in the general culture of the people 
has grown, confidence in the capacity of 
juries to weigh and sift all the testimony 
bearing upon any given case has grown. 
Here in Kentucky, however, we have a 
class of reasoners who insist that the people 
are as ignorant and as incompetent to an- 
alyze testimony as were the English hinds 
of the dark ages. True, they do not say 
this in so many words, but they do say eo

The President’s Gabble. 

General Grant fias been closeted with 
so many suspicious characters lately, that 
it is idle to speculate upon the paternity of 
his message. While the San Domingo 
feature is evidently inherited from the 
President himself, we discover the cock- 
eye of Gen. Butter in that part relating 
to our disputes with England, and though 
the voice be the voice of GRANT, we de- 
tect the hand of CAMERON in all that re- 
Jates to the tariff. It is manifestly a cau- 
cus product, and great care has been taken 
to blur every lineament that might en- 
courage the adherents of either Republi- 
can faction to claim it as their own. 
Nearly all of the message is devoted to our 
foreign relations, Indian affairs, the public 
lands and references to the department re- 
ports, thus dodging all those great domes- 
tic questions which come home to the bus- 
iness and bosoms of our people and con- 
cern the life of our institations. By discuss- 
ing matters not witbin the scope of existing 
agitations and by touching gingerly and 
oracularly on our leading domestic issues, 
the political sachems constituting the 
President's council of war have devised a 
very creditable piece of strategy. If they 
could not soothe and harmonize the copa- 
flicting elements of the party they have at 
least avoided embroiling them still more 
and sought to gain time for {uture manee- 
vers. Asan expedient designed to gain 
time for the President during a delicate 
crisis in his management ofhis own party, 
the message is as cunning as the combined 
ingenuity of BurLer, CAMERON, and the 
Cabinet could make it, but asa document 
pretending to foreshadow the policy of our 
present rulers and to guide the public 
mind to a safe solution of the many vexed 
points of domestic politics 1t is a blank 
igilure. 

To scare his refractory followers back 
into the ranks and to convince them 
that the war and its immediate issues 
are not yet settled, the President places 
the skeleton of the rebellion in the fore- 
ground and rattles its ghastly bones in 
their faces—tells them that reconstruction 
is not yet complete; that the whole people 
bave not yet acquiesced im the national 
obligation to pay the public debt and the 
pensions to our soldiers and sailors and 
their widows and orphans; that the con- 
stitutional amendments are in danger, and 
that the free exercise of the elective tran- 
chise bas been by violence and intimida 
gion denied to citizens im several. of the 
States lately in rebellion. Some of these 
statements have been mercilessly exposed 
and ridiculed by leading Republican pa- 
pers, and, though they reappear in a 
Presidential message, they rest for credence 
upon partisan bitterness rather than upon 
any tengible evidence. As. to the 
statement that violence and intimidation 
have denied the free exereise ot suffrage 
to citizens ip the States lately in rebellion, 
it is exceedingly vague. It is true that 
violence in its worst torm, a ruthless and 
tyrannical exercise of power, has denied 
the free exercise of suffrage to white citi- 
zens in the States lately in rebellion, but 
this is the avowed policy of Gen. GRANT 
and his party, a policy which he does not 
in his message condemn or propose to 
abandon. Ifa people thus wronged and 
insulted in the tenderest part, should re- 
taliate the wrong upon their domineering 
oppressors and meet force with force as 
lar as they were able, the blame of a re- 
sult so natural is to be shared at least by 
those who make unequal and oppressive 
laws. 

But the statement is not only a poor ar- 
gument for adhermg to a policy which 
produces such results, but it is exceedingly 
questionable as a matter of fact. Whe 
whole Republican pohcy in the South has 
protessedly aimed at overawing, disarming 
and shackling the rebels while protecting 
the newly enfranchised. For this the Con- 
stitution has been ignored or patched as 
the case seemed to require; all the struc. 
tures of local government have been torn 
down and rebuilt; usurping governors have 
been installed by force over distranchised 
people; the army has been used without 
remoree and courts-martia!l have dealt out 
punishments without law. Ii all this has 
not secured the desired end, why should 
such a system be continued when the 
President confesses that all these crimes 
against law and liberty, against peace and 
equity, have been committed in vain? 

The truth is—and it is getting through

FEMALE HIGH SCHOOL. 
I mOst earnestly cal) your attention tothe house 
occupied by the Female High School. The bulld- 
ing was constructed fur a private residence, was 
but partially fited for school purposes in the al-

creasing popularity of the imatitut'on muself and 
the vast number of applicants for admission, not 
only from our intermediate schools, but from

LIBRARY. 

It is known, at least to the older members of 
this body, thaftne Board of Scnool T:ustees ts in 
possession of the remains of a valubie library, 
or rather of three of them—the ola Historical LI- 
biery, that of the Mercantile Library Associa- 
tion, and thatof the Kentucky Mechanics’ Instl- 
tute. These books, by the extinct on of the Ken- 
tucky Mechanics’ Institute, consequent upon the 
late war, Were trunsfe:red to the posses-ion of 
this Board upon the payment of the debts of the 
Institute by our pred: cessors.

FLITABETHTOWN AND PADUCAH. 


Progress of the Construetion of Their 
Connectieg Line of Railroad. 


AN IMPORTANT ENTERPRISE. 


There are many persons along its route who 
are anxious to know something of the prog:e3s 
of the Elizabethtown and Paducah railroad, and 
for their benefit, as weil ag that of the geueral 
public, we publish the following account: The 
trip to Caneyville, forty-three miles west of 
Elizavethtown, ‘s indeed a pleasant one, and 
views of sublime rural scenery are very profuse 
along the entire route. Golnog west, the frat sta- 
tion Is Cecilia ( o named from Its clo-e proximity 
to Cecilian College, a#4amous institution of lvarn- 
ing). 8ix miles out, and from there to Stepbens- 
burg the country isa level, cultivated one, and 
rather thickly settled. Next to Stephensburg we 
have Nebe, situated near the base of Mt. Nebo, and 
bere b« gions a heavy grade of 60 feet to the mile 
uctil the bights of Mt. Nebo are reached. While 
passitg over this massive hill, the highest point 
between Elizabethtown and Paducah, the eye is 
gratified with varicus beautiful scenes furnished 
by pa‘ure alone. Wheo upon Mount Nebdo,a 
ecebe of the valiey below extending from fifteen 
to twenty miles presents !'sclf, whichecan oat¢ 
be seen from the line of the road. Aloag thia 
hill tbe train passes through Nebo tunnel, which 
is three hundred fect long throne solid rock. 
Leaving Mount Nebo we ar 800n at West Clifty, 
twenty-four miles west of Elizibethiown. H-2re 
we cross the chasm of Big Clifty creek, upoa 
a wroueht-iron Vieauct bridge, one of 
tbe finest structures of the kind tu this country. 
The length of this bridge is 880 feet, in 26 spans 
of 30 feet each and In one span of 100. The bight 
of the structure over the channel span ts 132 feet, 
and 108 f-et above the top of the masonry upon 
which the wrought-lron columns supporting the 
superstructure stand. Its cost was about $43,900. 
Leaving this great bridge, we soun pass through 
Kiser’s tunnel, 560 f-et long, througb solid rock, 
rhe following are the stations along the rouce to 
Caneyville, and at each station @ substantial depot 
is constructed, and serviceable, substantial ca‘- 
tle pounds erected: Cecilla, 6 miles; Long Grove, 

? miles: Stephensburg, 104 mile; Nebo, 4 miles; 
Big Clifty, Zi miles; Wes: Clifty, 24 miles; Gray- 
son Springs, 265g miles; Litchfield, 303¢ mile:; 
Miliwood, 37 miles; Caneyville, 43 miles. Toe 
construction ts compiete to the 50th mile, and the 


| work of track-laying will continue until the 591th 


mile is reached, when, in consequence? of the 
digging of a tunnel 600 feet long, lt will be su:- 
pended onthe east side of the tunnel. Mosi o 
the 140 miles of road pow uader contract, in va- 
rious stages of completion, will be ready for the 
ron during the present year; and, In order to 
faciiitate the track-laying, a construction train 
will at gnee be sent to Rockport, on Green river, 
esat of which the road bed is for some miles now 
ready for the track. The completion of 
the bricge superstructure over Green river, 
contracted for by the Lonut-ville Bridge 
and Jrou Company, and to be finished by January 
1, 1871,will enable this company to press forward 
vigorously the work of track-laying west of 
Green river. ; 

The importance to the company of the 
speedy completion of its road to the “cross- 
ine’’ of the Henderson and Owensboro roads, as 
set fort® inthe report of the Chief Engineer, 
must be kept constantly in view. The value of 
the enterprise wil] be seriously impaired if roais 
leading directly north to the Ohioriver are per- 
mitted to outsirip it in persistent and honorable 
efforts to secure the transportation of the rich 
counties traversed by those roads, For the ooe 
million bonds subscribed by the city of Louls- 
ville toaid In the construction oi the road, the 
sum of $911,251 78 bas been realized in cash by 
thecompaoy. In his third annual report Mr, 
George MacLeod, chief engineer of the road, 
says: On the fourth division our overations have 
been confined to the masoury of the Cumberland 
and Tennessee 1iver bridges. One bundred and 
eleven cubic yards only had been bull upto 
Apiil 30ih. Owing to an unusually early rise ia 
both rivers last ,ear—fall two months sooner 
than was ¢xp<ected—and to the stage of water re- 
taining en elevation untlia few weeks past, too 
grat to permit work upon the foundatiors, un- 
less at unnecessary expense, the contractors 
were defeatea in their ¢fforts to put in some of 
the foundations, and to build the masonry on 
ihem bigb enough to secure work during the 
early months of this year. But they Dave vor 
been idle, bor slack ta Liberal expenditures to 
quarrying and cutting sione at their quarri:s on 
the Cumbeiiand river, near the Latrobve lead- 
mine, and at Cannelton, on the ObDloy 
acd in delivering stone at the bridge sile on the 
Cumberland, 1,900 yards of dressed stone and 20) 
yards of rough stone had been delivered up to 
Apri) 30th, and the work of delivery 15 still going 
on.

is filled with breken stones, gravel and 
dirt. The steam pumps are then putto work 
and the water taken out. Two feet of the gravel 
bed of the river ts then thrown out, and its 
place flied up with two courses of oak timber, 
hewn to the thickness of one foot. On this tim- 
ber the stone-work is laid. We suggested to the 
engineers that this bedof timbr might rot, and 
in that event the stone-work would fall, bat gf 
this they entertained no fears, as it is a fact that 
timber never rots when kept all the time under 
water, (We suppose this fact has been ascer- 
tained tm the same way thatthe boy found out 
that cedar posta never rotted—“his daddy had 
tried ittwice.’’) The enterprising contractors 
expect to be able to get ia the foundations for 
one, if not two more pliers, In the Tennessee be- 
fore the high water sete iu. The road and all 
its appurtenances are a complete success, 
so far, and its prospects are brilliant for its en- 
tire completion by the next midsummer. There 
bas been erected, on the shop lot at Elizabetb- 
town, an engine-house capable of stalling elgh- 
teen ergines. It is 20 feet in diameter, with 
walls — feet high. The roof over the engine 
pits and dome over the turn-table pit are sup- 
ported by wrought-iron columns, similar to those 
sup potting the structure ofthe Big Clifty via- 
duct. The turn-table pit has « diameter of fifty 
feet. A turn-tabie for it ts pow in course of con- 
struction in the: hops ofthe Louisville Bridge and 
Iron Company. The officers of the company 
are W. H. Dulaney, President; A. A. Gordon, 
Secretaiy: George MacLeod, Chief Engineer; 
Thowas H. Wigglesworth, Division Eogineer, 
and actirg Superintendent of the eastera 
division, and Samuel! Gordon, Superintendent of 
track laying. Thereis one regulartrain run- 
ning from El!zabeihiown, manned by A. H. 
Wigglesworth, conductor, Mr. Kelly. locomotive 
engineer, and Mr. Morris, the latter’ assistant; 
and by their urbanity and genia! ways the road 
bas become very popular in the coubuy through 
which it pesses.
